AN ISRAELITE FOR CONGRESS. 


A Kemarkable Congressional District in the 
Palmetto State. 

Sunter, §. C., July 4.—[{Special.J—It is 
Tuniored that General E. W. Moise will be a candi- 
date for the congressional democratic nomination 
In the seventh district, This appears to bethe first 
Lime that the rumor has found its way into print. 
A few words about this district will not be out of 

lace. In 1882the legislature divided South Caro- 

ina into sevencongressiena! districts. The seventh 

district extended Trom the seacoast way up into 
the state, and embraced the heavy negro counties 
of Beaufort, Georgetown and Sitmter, with portions 
of other counties, In this district the 
negroes predominated greatly, and it 
is therefore appropriately known as the 
**black district.” The democrats entered no candi- 
Gate for congress here in 1882, and two radical 
candidates, E. W. M. Mackey,a white radical of 
Chariesion, and Sam Lee,an octoroon of Sumter, 
ran. Mackey wastheregular nominee, but it was 
maintained by Lee’s friends that the nomination 
was obtained by bribery, and Lee entered the race 
@s a ‘bolting’ candidate. The campaign was 
Warmiy waged. The whites,in some places, sup- 
ported Lee in -preference to Mackey. Notwita- 
Standing this, Mackey was elected, but he died be- 
fore his term was out. Edmund Mackey was a 
woncerful man. He was a nephew of the cele- 
brated Thomas J. Mackey, now of Washington. 
At the age of twenty-two he was elected sheriff of 
Charleston county, which at that time had an 
area of C00 square miles—more than the state of 
Rhode Island. At the age of twenty-eight he was 
elected to congress, He held different offices in 
Bouth Carolina, and after the volitical revolution 
of i876 he was head and front of the ‘state 
radical party. He was not quite thirty-eight 
years old at the time of his death. His wife had 
negro blood in her veins. Had he married a 
white woman and been a democrat he would 
have been one of the greatest leaders that South 
(Carolinians have ever had, forhe was oneot the 
BHOs adroit politicians that the south has ever 
uced. Mr. Mackey was succeeded in congress 

y Robert smalis, of Beaufort, who is doubtless 
well known to the reader as one of the negro 
deaders in South Carolina. Two years o the 
Gemocrets in this district determined to place a 
Gemocraticcandidate in the field for congress, 
aud they selected Colonel] William Elliott, a .

FOOLED BY A TELEPHONE.

A Sbarp Trick Played Upon a Couple of New 
York Operators. 


New York, July 4.—[Special.]—The inves- 
vestigating committee of the stock exchange 
has had under its secret pro- 
cess of examination about the most 
curious and funny cases of stock manipulation 
ever known. Men who deemed themselves too 
shrewd to be fooled, were Indicrously taken in, 
by a telephone that pretended to run to Chicago, 
but really had its other end in the cellar of the 
Same building where it began. That was all there 
was of a long distance telephone scheme so en- 
thusiastically Bdvocated by W. D. Miles. When 
this young man came to New York he entered the 
producefexchange and‘drove a thriving business 
as a foor trader. As he had formerly 
been employed by H. A. Armour, the Chicago spec- 
uiator, it was generally believed that he represent- 
ed that house in the exchange. He did actually 
execute some orders for Armour, and so it came 
about that the other brokerson the floor watched 
his actions closely, When he bought they followed. 
So he made money fast; fof if he bought 12 a given 
line of stocks, it created such an immediate de- 
mand that the price always rose several points, 
whereupon Miles sold at a handsome profit. When 
the boys at last sawthat he was speculating for 
himseill, and not acting on instructions for 
Armour, they changed their tactics, and when 
be bought they sold. Miles, of course, lost a good 
deal of money before he in his turn discovered 
tbat he had exhausted the possibilities of his 
scheme. ‘ He has’ hair and beard ofa very roseate 
hue, and he had not been in the produce ex- 
change many days before he was nicknamed ‘‘No. 
2 Red,” after a variety of grain, and by that sou- 
briquet he is universally known today. He has a 
pleasant address and won many friends. Not long 
ago he began totakeup long distance telephon- 
ing. It was generally understood that he vos- 
sessed himself of rights in a great improvement 
that would rencer communication between such 
potuts as New York and Chicagoa simple matter. 
After awhile he announced that he had gone to 
the expense of getting temporary connection with 
the city by the lake, and h placed 
a telephone in his office. He was so brilliant a 
fellow, and withal so attractive personally, that 
be found little difficulty in interesting his friends 
in the enterprise. Itwas the same old scheme, to 
start ofl with capital stock of $200,600, of which 
ten per cent should be subscribed to pay for adver- 
tiring, construction expenses, perhaps, and other 
outlays. But he did not wore anybody to put 
mobey into it before it had been tried, and 
gentlemen interested might investigate the con- 
luivance at will in his office. He was now a 
member of the stock exchange, and several opera» 
tors wentdown to his Broad street office and 
tried the telephone. It worked toa charm. The 
Chicago man’s voice could be heard with perfect 
distinctness. They inquired about stocks, quota- 
tions in grain, the weather, and all questions were 
answered promptly and clearly. They compared 
the advices received with the ticker and found 
them correct in every particular. It was a big 
thing. The boom started and it grew. 

‘*There’s no hurry about this,’’ said “‘No, 2 Red;’’ 
‘I have to go to Chicago this week. Call me up 
when I set there and let me talk to you.”’ 

On the day appointed, his friends applied their 
lirs tothe transmitterin Broad street, and in re- 
sponse to their ‘“‘How de do,’ came the well 
knowa vo‘ce of “No.2 Red” with his “Seme te 
you, thank ye.”’ It was wonderful. One would

(00. Some of this was certainly spentin advertis- 
ing, but mighty little in ‘‘construction.”’

velop very fast, one skeptic, hard hearted and un- 
kind, mace an original investigation, and discov- 
ered the Chicago end of the wire in ‘!No, 2 Red's” 
cellar. There a silent,or rather an unknown, 
partner in the enterprise sat beside a ticker indus- 
triously communicating with New York. “No 2 
Red’s’’ visits to Chicago were explained, and the 
only querry is, did he live in his cellar all the 
time? The investors -vere much ashamed of them- 
selyes. They were inclined to keep it quiet, and 
let the ingenious + yt eens off inthe repayment 
of sixty per cent of the money paid in, butit has 
leaked ontand Wall street has been laughing. 
Then those who were bitten moved with more 
energy, and Mr. Miles had to offer his seat in the 
exchange forsale under threat of trial before the 
managing committee, a proceeding that would un- 
doubtedly resulted in his expulsion. The sale 
took place yesterday and Miles is miles away. 


A DAUGHTER'S CONFESSION. 


Mrs. Dorsey’s Share in Her Father’s Murder- 
* The Jury’s Verdict of Guilty. 

Newport, R. I., July 4.—The trial of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alien W. Dorsey for the murder of Benja- 
min J. Burton was interrupted by a very sensa- 
tional incident. Soon after the court was opened 
W. P. Sheffield, senior counsel for the defense, 
arose and eaid that in consequence of certain de- 
velopments which had been made since the court 
adjourned last night, he would withdraw from the 
case, and he immediately left the courthouse, The 
cause of Mr. Sheffield’s withdrawal was soon made 
kvown. After the examination of several wit- 
nesses Rev. Mahlon Van Horne, pastor of the 
chuich which the Burton family attended, was 
called to the stand and testified to the effect that 
Mrs. Dorsey sent for hisn last night and made a full 
confession, confirming ail that bad been confessed 
by ber sister Emily, who was sentenced a few 
montbs ago to state prison for life. 

A painful scene followed, The os swore 
that Mrs. Dorsey told him that she did not Swish 
to escape, for she was guilty and was anxious to 
return to state prison. Her father was a good man 
and it was impossible for her ever to atone for her 

articipation in the crime. She had prayed for 
5 and God had given it to her. She had de- 
her cuilt up to this time in order to shield 
her busband. she told the witness that her father 
bad always been kind to her. She and her hus- 
band talked reese peepee, ec and they ar- 
apged to kill him at night, 
thabged their minds and decided to kill him in 
the morning,Jwhen he came to his breakfast. Her 
sister kept watch from an er window for her 
father and when she saw him coming she told 
Dorsey, who replied: “Well, I will do It now.

The Plymouth Pastor Preaches in London 
and Receives an Ovation. 


LONDON, July 4.—Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
preached a sermon in the city temple today. 
He was introduced by Dr, Parker, the pastor 
of the city temple. When Mr. Beecher arose 
to acknowledge the introduction the congrega- 
tion arose to its feet and eheered and waved 
bandkerchiefs for several minutes. Dr. 
Parker referred to the dark clouds which had 
formerly hovered over Mr. Beecher’s head and 
said that the English people then pathized 
with him. Mr. Beecher replied t he was 
much touched by the kindness of his recep- 
tion and the words of sympath 
and esteem which he had honed 
When the dark clouds were hover- 
ing over his head he did not see thom because it 
had pleased God to raise a rainbow and he 
had only seen the clouds as they were sinking 
below the horizon. Inthe prayer following 
the sermon Mr, Beecher asked God’s blessing 
upon the queen, praying :that her majesty 
might be given long life and greater influ- 
ence, thus leading the empire to a higher and 
more glorious civilization. He also prayed 
that the Almighty would endow her majesty’, 
counsellors with greater wisdom. The building 
was packed to suffocation.

A MARVELO US EXPERIENCE.

rt’s path. pong gt the heavens seemed to open 
and a great flash of lightning descended. Hibbert 
after t lost consciousness. A negro man, who 
was passing in the street, describes the immediate 
sequel. He saw the body of a man lifted from the 
ground. For a moment it stood out in broad relief 
against the sky, and then, as darkness again over- 
spread the weird seene, the body descended fifty 
feet away. Affrightedly the man ran off and gave 
the alarm, but when he returned Hibbert was 
one. In the meantime Hibbert, ey recover- 
ng, grooped his way home and fell on the floor. 
His iace and body were black, all the hair was 
scorched off his head, while his face was muti- 
lated and bloody. A bruised spot on his forehead 
ran downward into a jagged cut in the —— of 
his nose. His upper lip was split, one of his front 
teeth broken into his 
under lip. For hours Hib- 
bert lay semi-unconscious and blackened until, 
yielding to the treatment of Dr. Randall, has re- 
gained his normal condition, and at last accounts 
was in a fair way of recovery. While it is believed 
that the bolt deecended first on his forehead, con- 
tinued on its way down his breast, the most likely 
theory is that he received the full force of the 
stroke on his chest, and the bruises about the face 
were caused by the violence with which he was 
thrown among the debris. Anyway, the attack 
would have killed any ardinary man outright.

TERRORIZED JURISTS. 


‘Thrilling Experience of Two Lawyers With 
a Bear, 
From the San Francisco Call. 


In the foothills of Sonoma county, not 
many miles from the town of Petaluma, there 
is a neat, cosy country house, built on a knoll. 
It is covered with climbing roses, white, pink 
and yellow, carefally trained, and the foilage 
and blossom is here and there intertwined 
with jessamine and English honeysuckle, 
From a broad portico in front of the building 
one obtains a view that is enchanting. At 
the foot of the grassy slope that leads to the 
dwelling runs a silvery stream, in the pools of 
which disport the beautiful and speckled 
trout. This place, one of the most pleasant 
in that section of the eounty,is the home of 
the Lawlers, the parents of Judge Lawler, of 
the police court of this city. Whenever the 
judge seeks relaxation from official cares, he 
tekesarunup tothat home to inhale pure 
country air and expunge from his lungs the 
foul dust-laden atmosphere of his court. One 
Saturday a few weeks since he started Sonoma- 
ward, and on the train fell in with one of the 
legal lights who practice in the criminal 
courts—a gentleman noted for the eloquence 
which time and again has entranced the occu- 
pants of the back seats of the police courts. 

“Judge,” said Judge Lawler, extending the 
hand of friendship to him, “on your way into 
the country for a little outing?” 

“Yes, your honor,” responded the party 
addressed. who. at one time, hung’over the 
door of a primitive shanty in Uarson, in the 
early days of the Comstock excitement, a 
shingle, on which was traced in rude charac- 
ters, the awe-inspiring words. “Office of the 
Justice of the Peace.—M. Burns, Justice.” 

“If you bave no particular objective point, 
end would like to stay over Sunday,” said 
Judge Lawler, “come up with me, and if you 
axe fond of hunting, we'll goup in’ the hills 
tomorrow and seek the jack rabbit, the cot- 
ton-tail, and if we don’t happen to cite a deer, 
we may run across a bear.”’ 

“Judge, you honor me; I was about to offer 
an excuse, but when you spoke ofthe possi- 
bility of meeting a bear, then you touch me in 
# tender spot, and I will avail myself of your 
kindness,” said Judge Burns, his rubicund 
face shining with“smiles.

The Story of One df the Greatest Scoundrels 
of Reconstruction Times. 


Danien, Ga., July 4.--[Special.]—Tunis G, 
Campbell, the negro polititian of reconstruc- 
tion period fame, who, by dint oi brazon ef- 
frontery, combined with an extraordinary de- 
gree of cunning and affected affability of dis- 
position, fora long time r ined as su- 

reme municipal and political dictator in Mo- 
Tntosh county, is, it iseaid, ending his unen- 
viable career in some obscure corner of Rhode 
island. 

Although now subjects of mirth, the actions 
of this {overbearain -ignoramus were 
at the t'me extremely humilie- 
ting, particularly to the whites who 
Ned differenced tosubmin.to him, as before 
those, he wss especially anxious to display his 
erudition, his authority and his iliimitable 


wer. 

When a white appeared before-him, either 
as witness, plaintiff? or defendant, Justice 
Campbell would meuld his features into a 
henious scowl and turn his dusky jand dis- 
torted countenance in the direction 
of such person so as to thoroughly 
impress him with the majesty of the law. 
Then he would pick up a huge antiquated vol- 
ume and appear to be deeply absorbed in some 
intricate legal question. After awhile his face 
would brighten up somewhat as with an irre- 
sistible blandness he would nod, in token of 
encouragement, to some rascally, falsehood 
mumbling negro. 

He wore a pair of heavily gold rimmed 
spectacles, and it is probable that these, in con- 
junction with the arts of the demagogue which 
he had so thoroughly mastered, were the talis- 
manic powers by the aid of which he so com- 
pletely swayed his adherents. 

Under his fostering care the desire for petty 
litigation became infectious. If the contes- 
tants were short of cash, Campbell would per- 
mit the costs of court. etc., to be paid with 
chickens, corn, potatoes or other farm praducts 
and strange to say the negroes would sooner 
deprive themselves of the necessaries of life 
than to neglect to satisfy the demands of their 
fraudulent chief. 

When it suited his purpose Campbell would 
call political macs meetings, and, while, as a 
matter of course he would be chairman, he al- 
ways took care to have his sottish son ap- 
pointed secretary. After discussing local and 
national politics the demigod would touch 
upon business auestions. 

“Youare being imposed upén,” he would 
say. ‘Bring your cotton to me, and | will see 
that no advantage is taken of you.” 

Bales of cotton came by the score and were 
put in Campbell’s charge. He went to Savan- 
nah, sold the cotton and returned, but the 
owners of the cotien rarely saw any of the 
proceeds, 

Despite repeated impositions of this nature 
no complaints were wade of Campbell by those 
of bis own race. To utter one disrespectfal 
word of him meant certain political ostracism, 
and. participation in politics was then to the 
average negro whala fairy tale is to the aver- 
age child. 

To Judge Henry B. Tompkins belongs the 
houer of puttingan end te the abortive ca- 
reer of this moustrosity, and to him does Mc- 
Intosh feel indebted for it. 

The personal courage of Judge Tompkins 
was never more brightly exemplified than 
when he, in the faces of thousands of infu- 
riated and vengeance-threatening negroes, 
senteneed their idol to a term in the peni- 
tentiary, and it was by the merest chance 
that the gallant judge escaped bodily hurt on 
the cecasion. 

After baving served his term in the psni- 
tentiary, Campbell was brought back to Darien 
to further, by his influence, the political in- 
terests of one or two white men; but he fouad 
that he had no longer any grip. The super- 
stitious veneration of his followers had van- 
ished, and he wisely left the field where he 
had so often coaquered, but where he no 
loxger could rely on anything save the con- 
tempt of those he had so mercilessly duped.

The people have 
voted for General Gordon not only because 
they prefer him to Mr. Bacon, but because 
they feel called on to defend his character 
against the atrocious assaults that have been 
made against it; and the insiriuation that 
they have been influenced or ‘‘inspired’’ by 
an “‘exchequer’’ is oneghat they are likely 
to remember. 

In spite of the sensitiveness of Statesman 
Walsh, we will say to him frankly that, so 
far as we know, there is no disposition on 
the part of General Gordon’s supporters to 
harbor hard feelings against those who have 
supported Mr. Bacon. All that they ask is 
that the friends of Mr. Bacon will accord to 
the Gordon men the same earnestness and 
the same sincerity that the Bacon men claim 
for themselves. We may say, moreover, 
that Statesman Walsh has committed no 
‘‘unpardonable crime against THe CoNsTI- 
TUTION and its allies.’’ The allies of THE 
CONSTITUTION happen to be an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the democratic voters of the 
state, and it is true that a majority of the 
press have opposed them; but that is nota 
matter to quarrel over. Practically, the 
issue is settled, and that is an end of it. 

It may be that there are certain elements 
in the opposition to General Gordon that 
will be anxious to start an independent 
movement. This is a matter of indifference 
to the democratic party or to THE ConsTI- 
TUTION. For such a movement we can 
promise, beforehand, the most crushing de- 
feat. It we can coax Statesman Walsh into 
good humor, we care nothing for the small 
and painiul ebullitions of independentism. 


The Crazy Quilt Style. 

The innocuous vapidity of the Howells- 
James school of fiction is in danger of being 
superseded by the new methods of realism 
introduced by the Russian novelists, who 
are now pushing their way to the front. 

That Russian novels are popular cannot 
be denied. Some of the leading publishing 
houses in Boston and New York are turning 
out new ones every day, and the critics hail 
them with delight. Our young writers, 
therefore, should study this latest literary 
craze, and let™it shape or dominate their 
work. 

As we write we have before us ‘* Taras 
Bulba,’’ by Gogol, published by Thomas Y. 
Crowell & Co., of New York. ‘‘ Taras 
Bulba’”’ is a typical Russian story. We are 
assured by the critics that it has ‘* breadth, 
insight, complexity and analysis,’’ and that 
it is. *‘ vivid and picturesque.’’ On a page, 
opened at random, we figd the following 
thrilling bit of dialogue: 

‘‘You are the Tatar! the servant of the pan- 
nochka, the Voevod’s daughter !’’ 

“Sh !’’ cried the Tatar.

Now, this is fine. We don’t know why it 
is fine, and don’t want toknow. It is 
enough for us that the critics say so, and 
jiterature and induce publishers to roll it 
out by the ton is simply unanswerable. If 
we were called upon to characterize this 
peculiar fashion we should call it the crazy 
quiltstyle. ‘There is one strong point in its 
favor. While it may be decidedly hard 
reading, it is very easy writing. All a fellow 
has to do is to pepper his pages with sach 
words as ‘Tatar,’ “Sh,’’ ‘‘ pannochka,’’ 
‘*Voevod’’and ‘‘Dubno.”’ This is the skeleton 
or framework. The interstices can be filled 
up with any words that may occur to the 
wiiter. Anything will do, and the less said 
the better. To be frank, we have our 
doubts about this business, but the people 
like it, and it certainly beats the Howells- 
James stuff. Our literary aspirants have 
only to profit by these hints, and then go in 
and win. Some things can be done as well 
as others. ;

woe betide the bar keeper, who, in 
his ebsence, broke over the _  iron-clad 

rule, foritnot only cost him his situation, but 
brought down on his unlucky head a sulphurous 
stream of profanity that he would never forget. 
When a lad or a party of them entered while 
“Stoimy” was presiiiing behind the counter, he or 
they would sometimes be attacked with such sav- 
age language thatittook but a moment to con- 
vince them that the outside air was tar healthier; 
at Other times “Stormy” would talk asgently yet 
fiimly of the evils of atrong drink as if he was 
lecturing his own children. Nor could aman al- 
reedy intoxicated hope to sink still furtherin the 
gutter through the medium of ‘‘Stormy’s’’ bar. 

A FUND FOR FALLEN INEBRIATES, 

It is also a matter of common report that 
“Stormy’’ put aside a certain portion of -his earn- 
ings for the relief of the families of drunken men, 
and that he frequently contributed for weeks to 
the entire support of such unfortunates. 

Yet with ail his contempt for the business in 
which he was engaged, he presented the strange 
contradiction of brooking no restraintin it; and 
when ‘lowa .concluded that the saloon must go, 
none of the whisky men wentto greater lengths in 
derouncing the ‘‘fanatics,’’ as the prohibitionists 
were termed, and none have violated the law 
more openly. AS a consequence “Stormy’’ 
hrs at last found himself in the situation 
Cercribed at the beginning of this dispatch. Many 
stories have been told of Jordan’s past, mostly 
feunced on surmises. The one most current was 
to the effect that he belonged to a wealthy family 
in New York and began life with every prospect 
Of a bright career. Eventually, however, he gave 
way io an acquired appetite for liquor, sank very 
low, and then drifted west, finally landing in Ot 
tumwa when it-wasthe toughest town between 
morons aud Omaha, and engaging in the busi 
ners which he has labeled “the road to hell.”

The Rank and File, as a Rule, Tainted with 
Crime or Insanity. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

I find in a recent. number of the Nouvelle 
Revue a curiously interesting paper by Dr. Lom- 
broso on revolutions and revolutionists. In these 
days of popular upheavals it is well to have the 
status of the anarchist and his associates clearly 
defined. And, in the first place, the writer dis- 
covers a close relation between revolutions 
and climate. Of 192° political ‘ uprisings’ in 
Europe, the majority occurred in § Italy, 
Spain and Greece, while Russia, Sweden, 
and Norway contributed but few. Then again we 
find thatot this pumber thirty-two took place in 
June and thirty in July, whise in November and 
January there were only twelve and fifteen, re- 
spectively. Heat, then, must be considered: as an 
important factor in revolutions. The learned doc- 
tor has also discovered that, however pure may be 
the lives of some ofthe revolutionary leaders, the 
rank and fle, asa rule, have had criminal antece- 
dents, or are tainted with insan- 
ity. Thus, Jourdan, in the time of 
the first French revolution, who from a butcher’ 
boy became general, cut thethroat of his former 
employer, Launey;personally directed the pillage; 
the burnings, ard the assassinations committed by 
his troops; caused the killing of seventy-three ofii- 
cials at Avignon; and continued his career of 
crime until he was himself condemned to death by 
the revolutionary tribunal. Then there were 
Hejeune, of the same epoch, the inventor ofa guil- 
lotine, with which he first practiced on fowls, and 
Jean d’Heron of Nantes, who wore a human 
esr on his hat like a cockade and carried others 
ip his pocket, which he made the women kiss. 
Quite recently in Russia robbery and assassina- 
tion have been used to spread the doctrines of the 
anarchists. Stellmacher and Kammerar killed 
the benker Lyrart and several of his family to get 
poms ssion of afew hundred florins. an Germeny 

icedel, who had thirteen years previously beeno 
put under suryeillance for theft, and having 
no ostensib/e occupation, attempted tw 
take the life of the emperor. Reins- 
Gorf, who planned the Niederwald attack 
on the imperial family of Germany, was subject to 
criminal monomania and had been found guilty 
itan assauit on a woman. In Paris during the 
oublesin 1835 out of thirty-three persons arrested 
was foundt hatthirteen had already been con- 
demned for theft.

The events of 
1871 in France sent 1,700 insane patients to the 
hospitals during a period of eighteen months, and 
among the leaders of the commune there were 
four hereditary lunatics and four others who had 
been previously under treatment for that disease,

?2.—(8pecial.|—A week ago we lowered our weary 
eails in this blue haven of rest and refreshment, 
and since then have realized daily what Alexander 
Smith meantin his ‘Summer in Skye,’”’ when he 
wrote: 

“All the dusty, book-lettered and becobwebbed 
chambers of my brain have been tidied and put 
to rights by the fairies, wonder, admiration, beau- 
ty, fre if ness. Soul and body are 
braced alike. Into them has gone 
something of the peace and strength of the 
sea.”’ Look from any door, window, verauda of 
this immense hotel and what a matchless sea-pan- 
orama blesses the sight! How can I pictureit to 
your inland eyes so that you will see itin. all its 
sparkle and beauty? One would needa brush 
foshioned from the pearl gray wing of a sea-gull, or 
the downy, white feather of a mother Carey’s 
chicken, dipped in molten gold and 
dusted with sapphires aud rubies, to 
ceich the marvelous ‘‘moontints of purple and 

earl’? in which this picture is painted. ear at 
hand are the olive yelvet marshes, with long, 
white crancs wading about undisturbed by the 
pearness of *‘the soft-shell crabbers,”’ little negro 
girls in picturesque costumes of red and yellow 
calico and wide, coarse, torn hats—across Newport 
river the truck farms are nestled down amid; the 
trees, easily distinguished by the fleet of sloops 
ena’ vepera dies, intended for the huge and insatiate 
maw of the New York market. Just opposite, across 
the turnguiose and opal sound lies the little old 
fashioned town of Beaufort, (Bofort), so famed in 
the old days as a resort for wealthy North Caroli- 
nians, Just now that little hamlet which, I pre- 
sume, has a genuine sensation oncein a century, 
is ringing with a story of romantic interest. Over 
forty years ago there jlived at Beaufort a two 
young people who loved fondly and faithfully.The 
youth wearying of the humdrum life of the little 
stranded village, went west to seek his fortune 
after receiving vows of unswerving faith from the 
‘uit Beaufort girl. Of course they were to write of- 
ted, bur as luck would have it, the tmaster was 
a kinsman of Miss ——,and opposed tothe match 
to such an extent, that he was led to intercept and 
destroy the letters passfng between the youn 
couple. Weeks passed, thé girl grew hopeless anu 
sad, and as years wenton developed into a calm, 
guiet spinster, who had outwardly forgotten the 
tencer romance of her youth. A monthor so ago, 
Judge , ofa distant territory—the Beaufort 
youth, who had prospered and reached the 
eminence of chief justice of his territory, having 
occasion to write to his old home, asked casually 
what had become of Miss——. To his great sur- 

rise be learned that she was still living in Beau- 
ort, unmarried, He wrote to her at 
once, and in reply received “ 
tenderly touching letter in which all was 
explained, and the story of her deathless love and 
broken heart pathetically recounted. Two or three 
more letters passed bet» een them, and in a short 
while the gray-haired old- chief justice 
was speeding eastward with a boy's heart 
in his bosom and a firm determination of reaping 
at last the aftermath of the one sae ed harvest 
of love and loyalty.

David R. (Nasby) Locke is a native of this 
state, having been born in Broome county, and 
is now in his fifty-third year. He went into 
the office of the Democrat, at Cortland, at 
eleven, and learned the printing trade 
thoronghly. He then for several years led a 
vagabondish life as- compositor and_reporter, 
visiting every part of the country. He had a 
connection with several rural newspapers, 
making a little money, aud while engaged on 
the Findlay (Ohio) Jeffersonian he wrote the 
first of the Nasby letters—March 21, 1861— 
which was a satire on the secession of South 
Carolina. It was dated at Wingert’s Corners, 
a small settlement in Crawford county, fall of 
southern sympathizers, and the Corners re 
solved to secede from frequent violation of its 
rights by the tyrannical state. A second letter 
soon followed in the same vein, and then 
others. They at once gained wide popularity, 
were copied farand wide, and made for the 
anthor a high reputation as a political hu- 
moriet They have been written regularly for 
twenty -five years, and still find eager readers. 
Locke bas lectured all over the repuhiic, has 
published a number of books, and has beon and 
is stil] an editor and a proprietor of the Toledo 
Blade, to which he transferred his letters in 
1866. He has a rugged constitution which has 
enabled him to withstand a very irregular 
life. His father, Nathaniel R. Locke, was a 
soldier of the war of 1812, and is still living 
near Toledo, aged 92. He was one of the first 
members of the republican party; has always 
been a Methodist and a strict temperance man, 
in which particulars, save the first, his son 
does not strictly resemble him. Eor some 
years the younger Locke has been the sole 
proprietor of the Blade, which owes its reputa- 
tion to and receives much of its support on ac 
count of the Nasby correspondence.

SUNDAY’S SUNDRY SINS 


BROUGHT TO LIGHT YESTERDAY 
BY THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


A TT 
Williem MoFarland Shoots Three Times at William 
Smith With Murderous Ihtent—The Balla Go 
Wide of the Mark—A Negro Man Tries 
to Poison His Wife—Other Sins. 


Williaty McFarland made a desperate and 
determined effort tokill Wm. Smith at the 
latter’s home in the extreme eastern portion 
of the city, about dark yesterday, 

The shooting was caused by a negro wo- 
man, 

Smith isa married man and lives a half 
mile east of Colonel Hulsey’s residence on the 
Decatur turnpike. McFarland is not married 
and has recently caused a separation between 
the negro man and his wife. Yesterday about 
neon the negro woman whom McFarland 
estranged from her husband went to 
Smith’s home, and later in the day 
attended church with Smith and his wife. 
After the services were over the woman ro- 
turned home with Smith’s wife, with the in- 
tention of remaining until after supper, and 
then going to church with them again. Late 
in the evening Smith’s wife began preparing 
supper and while she was thus engaged, Smith 
went to a gentleman’s honse near by, for 
whom he was working, to milch the cows, and 
dosome other light work. During‘ Smith’s 
absence from his house McFar- 
land called and requested to see the woman, 
-but she declined to hold any conversation 
with him. This angered McFarland, who is 
& young, stout negro, aad he began to abuse 
the woman and Smith’s wife, and threatened 
to whip them both, Smith’s wife sent word 
to her hnueband, who hurried home, As he 
entered the front door, McFarland was swear- 
ing that he would kill him if he came about 
the place. Smith, however, did not tear McFar- 
land’s threats and ordered him to leave the 
house. McFarland refused to comply at first, 
but after a minute or two said: 

“Yes, I'll leave your house, but you'd 
better not come out after me.” 

He then turned around, and, walking out 
of the door, dared Smith to follow. Smith 
did not care to go out and remained inside. 
McFarland stopped at the gate and in a 
loud tone abused the entire Smith 
family at a fearful rate. Smith stood the abuse 
quite awhile, and then leaving the house 
started toward the gate, where McFarland was 
standing. McFarland continued to talk load 
until Smith was within three feetof him. 
Then he suddenly ceased talking and as sud- 
denly drew a pistol from his pocket. As he 
drew the pistol he leveled it toward Smith 
and fired. Smith was taken wholly by sur- 
prise, and started to run, but before he 
turn his back McFarland fired the second 
time. Both bullets, however, missed Smith, 
and thankful for MecFarland’s bad aim, he 
started torun. Justatthat instant, McFar- 
Jand fired again, and at the same second Smith 
stumped his toe and fell. McFarland saw 
Smith fall,and believing that he had been 
killed, turned around and ran away. Smith, 
however, quickly regained his feet, and with- 
out looking around towards McFar- 
land rau in a direction op- 
posite to that taken by McFarland. He had 
not gone far, however, when he ascertained 
that McFarland had fied, and then he re- 
turned to his house and, after ascertaining 
that no one had been hurt by the shots, came 
into the city and reported the matter at. police 
headquarters. McFarland has not been ar- 
rested yet. 


Combined Against the Head Waiter. 

The Headlight restaurant, Mercer’s old 
place—employed a new head waiter yester- 
day afternoon and placed him over the other 
waiters in the restaurant. The new waiter, 
was proud of his position and was not long in 
manifesting his authority. The other waiters 
did not relish the importation of a head waiter 
but thought that one of their number should 


have been promoted to the place. The head 
waiter’s manner soon brought on a 
quarrel between himself and Bob 
GilLert,< one 5 of the old waitecs. 
The quarrel resulted ina stubborn fight, 
which occurred inthe kitchen early last 
night. Themen used their fists at first, but 


soon began thumping one another about wih 
chaire. The noise attracted the attention of 
other waiters, who tried to separate the fight- 
ers, but without success... The police alarm 
was finally sounded, and Patrolmen Holland 
and Martin responded, and conducted the 
men to police headquarters, where they were 
booked for disorderly conduct and quarre ing 
and then locked up. When Austin Bird, the 
head waiter, was searched, a bottle of liquor 
was found in his pocket. Late last night both 
men were released on bond to the police court 
this morning. 


They are the Big Four. 
This morning W. H. Jentzon, Joe Backers 
Wm. MeGlanchen and G. F. Backers will stand 


up in police court and enter a plea’ to 
the charge of disorderly conduct and 
quarrelling. The charges against the four 


men had its origin in a general fight which 
occurred early yesterday morning. About 
three o’clock the four men, who appear to 
have been together for several hours, found 
themselves on the sidewalk in front of the 
French restaurant on Wall street engaged in 
a bitter quarrel, The men were extremely 
noisy, butne one who heard them could form 
any idea as to the cause of the quarrel. 
The quarrel, however, was cut 
short by one of the quartette 
striking another. The blow was the initial 
work of a fewcral fight which continued unti! 
Patrolmen Smith and Meehan, who were on 
the next block, could reach the scene ia re- 
sponse tocalls for police, The men are all 
stout and strong and were about equally 
matched and the fight was a terrible one. 
Each man used only his bare fists and the 
manner in which they thumped and pounded 
each other would have made Sallivan smile, 


He Tried to Peison His Wife. 


Alfred Welborn was arrested about 2 
o'clock this morning by Patrolmen 
Hildebrand and Lynam, Welborn is 


charged with disorderly conduct and quar- 
reling. Saturday night, Jate, he went to his 
home and picked a quarrel with his wife, who 
resented the abuse she was given. The 
woman’s resentment angered Welborn and he 
undertook to slap her.

THE CHINESE STAPLE. : 
Condition and Prospects of the Rice Crop of 


Judge J, T. Henderson, commissioner of 
agriculture, was in his office yesterday. after- 
neon describing to a party of interested list- 
eners his recent visit to the riee plantations 
on the coast. The plantation of Mr. A. E. 
Moynelo, of Savannah, was the one most 
closely examined. It is on the Ogeechee river 
near the line of the Savannah, Florida aud 
Western railroad, 

A CONSTITUTION reporter, who was one of 
the listeners, induced Judge Henderson ‘to 
speak fully of what he saw in order that the 
public might be made acqutainted with the 
condition and prospects of the rice interests. 

“What was the condition of the rice on Mr. 
Moynelo’s plantation?” the reporter inquired. 

“It was much 

BETTER THAN I EXPECTED. 
I had previously seen but a few patches, 


bardly more than out of the ground. On Mr. 
Moynelo’s plantation there was an exfellent 
stend, as high as the knee. I do not suppose 
there was a basketful of grass on the nine hun- 
dred acres I inspected.” 

“What does.a large rice field resemble?” 

“It resembles a map of a large city. I mean 
askcleton map, such as real estate agents 
frequently distribute when advertising lots for 
sale. The canals and ditches of various sizes 
suggest the lines of lots. Or, it might be 
likened to a backgammon board. The squares 
in a rice field are checked off with almost as 
much regularity.” 

‘‘What was the sizeof Mr. Moynelo’s plan- 
tation?” 

“I think the plantation contained about 
twelve hundred acres, of which nine hundred 
were in cultivation.” 

“What was the number ofmiles of ditches 
in the nine hundred acres?” 

‘‘FIPTEEN HUNDRED, 

Mr. Moynelo said. Some of the ditches were 
called canals. They were large enough to 
float boats, which served the same purpose of 
carts.or wagons in wheat or cotton fields. The 
dykes must have cost many thousands of dol- 
lars. My attention was called to one ‘trank’ 
on a canal which alone cost Mr. Moynelo seven 
hundred dollars. The number of ‘trunks’, 
drawbridges, and gates, of various kinds, 
must also have cost many thousands of dol- 
lars. Superadd the cost of labor in clearing 
the immense forest growth which originally 
darkened and encumbered the plantation, and 
it will readily be understood that rice grow- 
ing is an expensive business,” 

‘‘What observations did you make upon 
other plantations?” 

“Well, onthat of Mr. Charles Cunningham, 
who, like Mr. Moynelo, is a citizen of Savan- 
nah, I made some 

VERY INTERESTING OBSERVATIONS. & 
Mr. Cunningham had a very fine crop, bat 
not as fineas Mr. Moynelo’s. There was a 
difference in the quantity of fertilizers used. 
Mr. Cunningham used four or five hundred 
pounds per acre, while Mr. Moynelo used 
nearly eight hundred, I did not think, how- 
ever, that there was as much difference in 
the condition of the rice on the two plantations 
as the difference in the quantity of fertiliz2rs 
used warranted.” 

‘Do rice planters raise any stock ?” 

“Oh, yes. Mr. Moynelo showed me a flock 
of more than two hundred fine merinos, and 
also called my attention to a large number of 
fat short horns.”’

‘Yes; Mr. Moynelo sold a lot of channel rice,

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BALL TO THE BAT. 


THE ATLANTAS LBAVES FOR MA- 
CON AND THEN TO SAVANNAH, 


The Scuthern League Clubs, With @ Gingle Bxesp- 
tion, Want Purcell, But They Can't Get Him 
Denny Lyone Goes to Gis Sick Father— 
Mow the Nine Will Play, Btc., Bto. 


The Atientas left for Macon yesterdry af- 
ternoon, and will croes bats with the Macon 
nine in two exhibition games, this morning 
and sfternocn, 

On Wednesday the Atlantas open the third 
eerics with Savannah, while Nashville plays 
at Macon, Chattanooga at Charleston, and 
Mcmphis at Augusta. The weather has been 
against ball playing for the past week, and 
only ten games have been played in the 
league. 

When the Atlantas were in the lead last 
year, every club in the league, except Chatta- 
nooga, abused them. They were called rob- 
bers and kickers all ever the cirenit. This 
year they are coming in for a rep- 
etition: of the same work. Just be- 
cause the club plays better ball 
than any club in the league and have obtaia- 
ed Sthe lead, the players and managers are 
abused and ridiculed. If the club stood at 
the bottom and the men kicked a dozen times 
worse than they are now kicking nothing 
would be heard of it. Some of the newspaper 
stories about the team that are now going 
the rounds are amusing to say the least of it. 
Here is one from the Charleston News and 
Courier where an amateur combination hippo- 
cremes to audiences. In speaking of Purcell, 
iteays: “Having kicked all his own players, 
the umpire, the scorer, the audience, the boy 
who attendsto the bats, the signs on the 
fences, and the icewater and oatmeal that is 
furnished the players, be ended by kicking 
the railway company for not delaying the 
train for him. Finding that he could not 
finish the game in time to catch the 5:10 train 
he swore that he would stay here all night 
rather than give itup. Then he changed his 
mind, and gent some one to the depot to ask 
the authorities to delay the train a short while. 
The messenger came back with the message 
that the train would be delayed long enough 
to allow the visitors to board it, but it rolled 
out of the depot while Parcell was yet kicking 
because he couldn’t make up his mind what 
todo, The last kick on the part of the great 

champions was that made at the hotel at 
which they put up on their arrival here. They 
left the house because all of them could not be 
eupplied with front rooms on the first floor, 
providod with hot and cold water, gas and 
other modern improvements,” 

The Atlantas goto Macon for the exhibi- 
tion games and then to Savannah for the 
championship games terribly crippled. Map- 
pes and Gunson, both the best catchersin the 
league, are crippled too badly to play ball. But 
the worst stroke came yesterday. Denny 
Lyons, the greatest third baseman in the 
world, left for Cincinnati. He received a tel- 
egram yesterday afternoon stating that his 
father, who lives in Cincinnati, is dying, and 
last night at 11.40, Lyons started home. Dar- 
ing his absence, which will cover the present 
week, Cline will play vhird, Williams will go 
to shoit and an off man will take right field. 
Williams is said to be an excellent short stop, 
while Cline has played all the bases in good 
shape. 

The Kimball house arcade was thronged 
with the lovers of the national game yester- 
day. The merits of all the players in the 
league were discussed. Naturally the con- 
versation drifted to Purcell, and the talk 
about him in the Charleston papers. Mr. 
Walter Brown, the secretary of the league and 
a director in the Atlanta club, was present, 
and remarked: , 

“The abuse Purcell is getting may go with 
you, but it don’t with me.” 

“Why?” asked some one in the crowd. 

“Oh, because,” said Mr, Brown, “‘the motives 
are clear to me.” 

“What are they?” 

“Well, in the first place, Purcell is consider- 
ed the best and most desirable player in the 
Jeague and any club would jump at the 
chance of getting him. Then, too, he is just 
now showing himself a good manager and is 
handling his team better than any manager in 
the league. The other clubs want him and 
are trying to make us dissatisfied with him 
hoping that we may release him.” 

“Yes,” remarked some one present. 

“And then we have had several offers for 
bim. Why, Charleston and the* Charleston 
papers are abusing the man terribly, and yet 
they are crazy forhim. Only last Monday 
one uf the directors of the Charleston club 
made me an offer for him, and when I said 
that Purcell couldn’t be bought, the director 
said: ‘Put your price on him.’ Still I refused 
and he then asked me if we wouldn’t give 
him a chance at Purcell if we ever made up 
our mind to part from him. Every club in 
the league except one has made us an offer for 
him, but it don’t go,”’ 

Early in the season Augusta declared that 
the Augusta nine would win the pennant and 
that Atlanta would stand sixth in the race, 
but Augusta had better release that prophet 
and blacklist him, for today Atlanta stands 
firet while Augusta holds the very place she 
gave Atlanta—sixth place, The indications 
are that Augusta will disband tomorrow. The 
manager has notified the players that they 
could look out. Sutcliff been sold to 
Savannah, and will play with that club today 
and will probably be followed by Holacher, 
the Augusta pitcher. It is to be regretted that 
Aueusta cannot remain in the leagve. Knox- 
ville, Tenn., Columbus, Ga., Montgomery, Ala- 
and Columbia, 8. C., are all after the place. 

The managers of the Atlantas are thorough- 
ly satisfied with the work the men are doing. 
They think they have the winningteam and 
are confident that the pennant will remain 
where it is. The managers are determined to 
retain the title of champions, and if the pres- 
entteam can’t win it,such changes as are 
necessary will be made as soonas they are 
needed, 

The races in the Southern league, the Amer- 
ican association and the national league are 
2 eggs similar, Ineach the first place is 
close. 

In the Southern league, the Atlantas still 
lead, with Nashville second, and Savannsh 
close behind. Macon and Memphisare tied 
for fourth place, while the Chattanoogas hold 
last place.

Dr. Hawthorne Preaches an Anniversary Sermon— 
Dr. Bddy at the Church of the Redeemer 
Church of Our Father—“The Great Upper 
Air Railway” — Other Sermons, 


At Trinity church last evening Rev. Dr. Lee 
delivered his lecture on the above subjecttoa 
large and interested congregation. The doctor 
began by saying that some called this the iron age, 
the golden age, age of song, age of art and many 
other things, but ne knew of no term more appro- 
priate to describe the age in which we live than 
the railroad age. Railroads have contributed

Thereisno sin which 
is obliged to be committed. It is a libel on the 
dignity of a man tosay he isobligedtosin. The 
next station is conversion, and the 
conductor cries out, “Change cars for 
Heaven.”

“Conversion and Regeneration’”’ is but a short run.

Church of Our Father. 


“The Patriotism of Jesus” was the subject 
of Mr. Chaney’s discourse on Sunday. Previous to 
the sermon, however, the Christian offerings of 
communion and baptism were made. The text of 
the sermon was from Luke: ‘With desire have I 
desired to keep this Passover with you before I 
suffer.”” ‘The birthday of the Jewish religion,” 
says Dean Stanley, ‘was the daysof the birth of 
a free people,’ The Jewish Passover which com- 
memorates this event was the feast which Jesus so 
much desired to keep with his disciples before he 
suffered. It we had as deep a sense of the presence 
of God with us asthe Jews had when that feast 
was established, it would not seem incongruous to 
be keeping the communion and the fourth of July 
centhe same day Passover was the Jews’ indepen- 
dence day which he kept notonly with festivity 
but with religious ceremony. 

It has been said by one of the many critics of 
Jesus that he had no patriotism. But the criti- 
cism shows that the critic neither knows patriot- 
ism nor Jesus, If to flatter his ple’s fauits or 
to honor their prejudices is triotic, then Jesus 
was not a patriot. That he loved his people and 
his country with a peculiar love, is shown by 
many signs. 

If any man objects that he cculd not 
care much for such mundane aff. 
as human governments; He whose mission was to 
save souls—the objection shows how littl€é the ob- 
jector understands the conditions of religious life 
and progress. We donot win heaven by ousting 
earth; but we rise heavenward in consequence of 
our fidelity to some earthly duty. 

The patriotism of Jesus, therefore, did not hin- 
der but helped His religion. And we who try to 
follow in His footsteps will find that the love of 
our fatherland here isone of the surest prepara- 
tions for the fatherland of all souls, eternal in the 
heavens. 

The preacher then wove together the noble and 
happy associations ofthe day, Jewish, American, 
Christiau, and showed how they combined to make 
it uplifting and cious. ‘Patriotism,’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘was piety towards one’s country,” {and to 
the American it was love and devotion to the 
union of states. Orshould he call it this com- 
munion of states, the strong and noble republic, 
which, beginning a hundred years ago with thir- 
teen states sitting around one table, like the thir- 
teen in that upper room eighteen hundred years 
ago, formeda lasting communion which time 
and God has strengthened and blessed, 
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At the First Baptist Church. 


Dr. Hawthorne preached an anniversary 
sermon to an immense Congiegation. His subject 
“Truth, the great liberator,’’ was jfrom the text, 
‘The truth shall make you free,”’ John, 8th chap- 
ter, 32d verse. Said he, we are accustomed to speak 
of ours as a free people, Weare more a self-goy- 
erned people. There is no such thing as absoiute 
freedom. by

ing, and on our submission to these laws depends 
our health and happiness. Weare restrained by 
physical law{:nd’enyironedjby social customs. T nese 
inbibitions on our lower natures, and baser pas- 
sions are a wise economy, because as we curb and 
restrain ouranimal nature, we tga wider scope to- 
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cease to see the vy and hear the thunders 
of some municipal Sinai. Shall free government 
continue here? Notunless our public schools are 
nouwished; unless the rule of whisky rings is 
broken and Ingersolism is banished. he ravage 
wants freedom to debauch, plunder and burn. 
The foreigner wants freedom to turn our holy 
Eabbath into vice, and to trample under fvot 
all that is dear to the American heart. 
Only the followers of Christ are capable of maia- 
taining self-government in its purest form. Christ- 
lah governments may have the name and form of 
monarchy, as in England, but they are free. The 
cnly wey to give liberty io a nationfis to givejman- 
hocd to its people. The home rule policy ot Gla4- 
stone isthe outgrowth of Christian truth in the 
minds and hearts of the English people. Democ- 
racy is the angel of God, flying over the world, 
trumpet in hand, proclaiming om to the peo- 
ple.
